THR ASHES TO BE SENT TO TORONTO. 


The ashes were conveyed to Edmonton, 
where'Pr. McInnis, coroner, examined them. 
This is his report : 

I received aquantity of material from the 
police for examination. It consisted of 
ashes and a few fragments of bone. I made 
& microscopic examination of the ashes. 
The mass contained a large proportion of 
lime salts, principally phosphate, The 
ashes contained a emall proportion of car- 
bonate of lime, From my exammation I 
concluded that the ashes were of burned 
bone; I also found microscopically small 
portions of bone substance not disintegrat- 
ed. Found quite a number ofthese. There 
ia no doubt that the mass was burnt bone. 
I found smal! portion of bone. One of the 
pieces produced, somewhat larger than the 
reat, has allthe appearance of being the 
cuboid bone, which is a bone of the human 
foo}; it is one of the ankle bones. Cannot 
be positive of its identity as the bone is so 
much defaced by fire. Found cirbonised 
fibres, in layers, through the ash; these 
fibres were fibres of cloth of two distinct 
qualities, one being of cotton the other of 
wool, Ialso found a hair, about one-half 
of an inch in length, the extremity of which 
had been burot, Found nothing that could 
be identified as sinew or muscle. Found 
some nails“aud a ring in the body of the ash. 
I have mounted the specimens of bone, lime 
salts, carbonised fibre, for microscopic in- 
spection. 

The ashes and bones will be forwarded 
to Prof. Ellis of Toronto for his opinion as 
te whether they are human. 

Four witnesses swore positively that the 
ring found in the ashes waa one formerly 
owned by Steve. The “dump box” found 
at the scene of the tragedy was aleo identi- 
fied as having belonged to Steve. A watch 
was found in Williams’ possession, which 
two witnesses swore belonged to the dead 
man.

SEE YUUR CATARACT. 
Hew the Obstructio® te the Bight Grows 
and Way be Watched. 

Cataract is said to be due to the gradual 
disposition of oxalate of lime ia the sub- 
atance of the crystalline lens, at first in 
small spots or streaks, sometimes in one 
part and sometimes in another. The de. 
posit gradually increases until it penetrates 
the whole of the lens, causing blindness, 
The remedy, then, is to remove the lena, 
and after its removal the patient needs a 
substitute in the forin of highly magnifying 
spectacles. 

All that is necessary to enable a patient 
to eee his own cataract for himself is a piece 
of card anda needle—a visiting card will 
do very well. Pierce a clean round hole 
near the middle of the card and hold the 
card up to the light close to the eye, looking 
preferabiy in the direction of a piece of blue 
sky. With the card nearto the eye the 

tient will not see the small hole pierced 
# the needle, but he will see a campar- 
atively large faintly-illuminated field with 
his cataract projected upon it, He is, in 
fact, observing the shadow cast by his 
cataract on the retina at the back of his 
eye. With a small puncture in the card 
the shadow #o thrown is comparatively 
* But with a normal eye an evenly 
illuminated field or clean diese will be seen. 
The patient may thas map down his own 
cataract, and settle for himself whether it 
is extending aud whether he will have an 
operation or not.

Cherry Charlotte.—Liné a padding-diel 
with thin slices of bread and butter, tars in 
one pound and a half of stewed cherries 
(sweetened) with as of the juice aa 
possible, cover with slices of bread and 
butter, and bake in a good oven three. — 
quarters of an hour, Turn ont on a dish,and 
atrew with sifted sugar, 


Cherry Tart. —Stem one and a half pounda 
of ripe cherries, and pus them with two 
tablespoons of sugar into a ple dish that 
will just hold them nicely. Make a short 
crust, lay a border round the edge of the 
dish, put the crust over the top, and bake 
in a quick oven half an hour. Sift white 
sugar over before serving, This is nice hot 
or cold, 

Cherry Ice.—Stone two pounds, of ri 
Pras mash them, let them stew fora 
few minutes with alittle water and one-half 
pound of sugar, and pass them through « 
fine sieve into an earthen Peund a 
handful of the kernels and put them into 
bow! with the juice of two lemons, Add 
one pound of sugar to the cherries and 
strain on them the pe of the lemons and 
kernels, Mix well together and freeze. 
Serve in glasses, 

ot Roll.—~Roll a alice pufl-paste inte 
& very thin sheet, spread over it a thick 
layer of rich stewed cherries (with as little 
juice as ible.) Commencing at one sid 
roll carefully until all the fruit is suslened 
in the paste, Pinch together at the enda, 
tie up in a strong cotton cloth,‘and 
into boiling water, The water muat be kept 
boiling until the roll is done—aboat half an 
hour, Serve with sweet sauce. 


Cherry Jelly for Immediate Use.—Stem 
and stone two pounds of sweet vark-red 
cherries; put them into a bowl ; the 
kernels and squeeze over them the juice of 
four lemons, Mash the cherries with a 
wooden spoon, add a sinall tumbler of red 
currant jelly, the kernels, ang lemon juice. 
Boil together one pound of sugar, two cups 
of water, and half an ounce of gelatine, pre- 
viously dissolved in a little hot water., 
Pat the cherries into « jelly bag, pour the 
sugarand gelatine over them,andran through 
several times till quite clear. Add sagar or 
lemon juice if not aweet or acid enough, 
Wet the mould, place it inice, pour is 
the jelly, and do nottarn it out antil the 
last moment. Delicious. 


Stone the cherries, mash 
them, and press out the juive in a crock or 
bowl; let it stand in a cool place for twe 
days.

DUST'S PART IN NATURE. 


AN IMPORTANT FACTOR IN MOST 
ATMOSPHERIC PHENOMENA

ed visible as far as it extends, What we 
actually sce, however, ia not the ray of 
light, bat the particles of floating dust ren- 
dered visible by it. It might appear at 
first glance, that the part played by duat 
particles in nature is of no great scientific 
or general interest ; as a matter of fact, 
however, they play a very important role. 
Dost wan important factor in almost every 
phenomenon of the earth's atmosphere. In 
the firet place it indue to the dust that the 
heavens are blue. When we lift our éyes 
to the vaulted arch above us we see sun- 


light reflected by every particle of dust ;| 


there 1s nothing but the dusk between us 
and the sun to transmit ita light to us 
Light traverses all gases, no matter what 
their chemical composition, in straight 
lines, and is invimble, The dust intercepts 
and reflects it on all sides, and makes the 
whole atmosphere laminows in the same 
manner aa it makes the track of the sun’s 
rays visible in a darkened room. 

Without dust there would be no blue 
firmament; the heaven would be blacker 
than we see iton moonléss nights. On this 
black background the glowing sun would 
shine outaharply, and the same sharp con- 
trast of intense light and deep shadow 
would characterize the surface ot the earth. 
There would be nothing to subdue this 
sharp contrast but the moon and stars, 
which would remain visible by day. 
The illumination of the earth would 
be similar to that which we observe 
when looking at the moon through a tele- 
scope for the moon has no atmospheric en. 
velope and consequently no dust in euspen- 
sion, It is due entirely to the dust that 
we enjoy our soft, uniformly diffused day- 
light, for which our eyes are especially 
adapted ; and it is the dust which contri- 
butes so much to the beauty of the land. 
sca 

Bat, while the foregoing explaina how 
the dust makes the whole vault of heaven 
light, it does not explain why itis chiefly 
the blue rays of the white sunlight that 
are reflected, and, only toa amall extent, 
the green, yellow, and red rays. 

This is dependent on the size of the dust 
particles, It is only the finest of them that 


are borne by the air current into every atra- 
tum of air, and it 1a cs ype fine, widely 
diffased dust particles that are of any sig. 
nificance im this connection. Now let us 
consider the mechanism of light and the 
extreme shortness of the ether waves which 
constitute ite essence. These waves, al- 
though all microscopically small, vary 
considerably in length. The fineatmoapheric 
dust includes many particles large enough 
to reflect the short blue ether waves, 
fewer — capable of reflecting green 
and yellow, and still fewer large enough to 
influence the long red ethereal waves, The 
red light, consequently, passes through the 
great majority of the dust particles com. 
pasijively unhindered ; the blue rays on 
the éontrary, are intercepted and diffused, 
and so become visible. Thisisthe reason 
that the finest dust —and so, too, the firm- 
ament—appeara blue, 

So, then, the finest dust appears blue. 
You may observe that the wreath that 
curls upward from the burning end of a 
cigar is blue, while the smoke drawn 
through and exhaled is whitish.

So, too, in the country on a clear day the 
sky is blue, but in the city it appears whit- 
ish, because of the greater number of coarse 
dust particles in the air, It is especially 
on mountain heighta that the sky is - so 
intensely blue, because the rarefied atmos- 
phere support — the finest dust particles. 
At great heights the sky would be almost 
black if there were no dust particles ia 
suspension. We see it grow pale as we 
look at the lower strata of air toward the 
horizon. 

But why isthe sky in Italy and in the 
tropics so much deeper blue than with us? 
Ie the dust finer there? Asa fact, it really 
ia, Not that finer dust rises there; but in 
our climate the dust particles are soon 
saturated with water vapor, which makes 
them coarser, In warmer regions, how- 
ever, the vapor retains its watery character 
and does not condense on the floating Hust, 
It ia mot until the serial currenta have 
borne it to higaer and colder regions that it 
is condensed to clouda, 

This brings ua to the most important role 
played: by dust in our atmosphere; its 
influence in determining rainfall, due to the 
fact that vapor fluidifies upon the dust 
particles.

Was he Murdered ? 


Tragic Fate of a Former Madocer.

As soon as a case appears the Chinese 
desert the afflicted, leaving him in a room 
with @ jug of water, peering in at the 
window at intervals and prodding the victim 
with a long pole to ascertain if life is extinct. 
In the country the corpses are not buried 
but laid out in the sun to decay, poisoning 
the air for miles around, The disease is 
known in Yangtzu (under the name of 
bubonic fever), in Lacs, Siam, in Burmah 
‘and in Queycho, China, where it has pre- 
vailed for years. Never before, however, 
has it made its way to Canton, and to Hong 
Kong, whence it may spread over the earth. 
One reason for attributing its origin to 
miasmatic influences is because it always 
appears on the planting of the rice in May 
and June, It penetrates by caravans and 
travelers to the uplands and becomes more 
severe by fall. Sometimes it passes over

WHOLE FAMILIES DISAPPEAR. 


Dr. J. F. Payne, in the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, says that the plague is a speci. 
fic febrile disease tranamissible from sick to 
healthy persons, accompanied by glandular 
awellings and sometimes carbuncles, In 
the minor form awellings of glands occur 
in the armpite, groin, neck and other parts 
which suppurate. The severe plague begins 
with ague, the patient becomes distracted 
and staggers about. The temperature rises 
to 100 and 107 degrees Fahrenheit, glandul- 
art swellings, carbunclea and hemorrhagic 
spots appear, In all plague epidemics 
oases ocour in which death sets in within 
twenty-four hours. The nature of the soil 
has little influence on plague, bat a moder- 
ately high temperature is favorable. The 
disease is unknown in the tropica. In 
northern ‘countries the disease is generally 
checked in cold weather. 
is favorable to plague. Nospecial line of 
treatment has proved efficacious in checking 
it. Bat by hygienic measures a locality 
can be made unsuitable for the spread of 

lague. In the middle ages Europe was 
requently visited by plague, which was 
ealled the Black Death. ‘The teat plague 
of London, in 1665, from which nearly 
seventy thousand le died, out of a 
population of about half a million, was not 
an isolated phenomenon, but was preceded 
by a series of smaller epidemina the last of 
which occurred in 1663-1664,in Amsterdam,

The disease has always shown a tendenc 
to spread, but by a law not yet uaderstood 
each epidemic is liable to « spontaneous 
and sudden decline. In the eighteenth 
century the yreges was very prevalent in 
Europe, and visited Constantinople, Aus- 
tria, Poland, Russia, Germany, Italy and 
France. In 1515 Europe was panic- 
stricken because the plague had appeared 
in Noja, on the eastern coast of Italy. This 
was ita last appearance in that country. 
The epidemics in Egypt between 1833 and 
1845 are very important, because the dia. 
ease was then almost for the first time 
scientifically studied by skilled physicians, 
chiefly French, It was found to be less 
contagious than reported. The last ont- 
break of plague in Europe was in 1778-9, 
on the banks of the Vo It was very 
virulent, and at Vetlianka, out of a popula- 
tion of 1,700, there were 417 attacked and 
362 died. The epidemic probably took its 
rise in Astrakhan, in 1877, and was not 
brought trom _—7 by Cossacks after the 
war, as was popularly supposed. But the 
conditions under which maismatic forms of 
pce are spread are as yet unknown.

To Kill Moths. 


How to Get Rid of the Destructive 
Little Pests. 


' 


Benzine and carbolic acid, one 
gallon to one ounce is sure death to 
moths. But it cannot be used in 
delicate fabrics, and from its in- 
flammable character must be used 
with great caution. A hand 
atomizer is the easiest way to ap- 
The fumes of burning 
camphor gum or sulphur will 
suffocate moth millers. It is a very 
disagreeable operation, but is so 
effective that any room where they 
are known to be should be fumigat- 
ed this month. To do this with 
entire success remove the contents 
of trunks and wardrobes and hang 
on backs of chairs ; close doors and 
windows ; set a panful of water in 
the middle of the room, at a safe 
distance from all the hangings and 
furniture ; in this place a small iron 
pot, half filled with ashes and the 
camphor, for a room 15x18 feet use 
& piece as large as a walnut; satur-. 
ate with alcohol and set the cam- 
phor on fire. It will burn fiercely 
at first, but if proper precautions 

are observed there is no danger; 
leave the room as soon as vou are 
satisfied that your furniture is in no 
danger of taking fire; allow the 
mass to burn itself out, which it 
will do in half an hour; open the 
windows and doors furan hour. 

“Moths prefer soiled to clean gar- 
ments. The first step toward the 
safety of garments before putting 
them aw ay is to turn pockets inside 
out, beat all dust, saturate. and 
clean with benzine, if necessary.

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Lightning Conductors. 

A few years ago the “‘lightning rod man” 
was familiar feature of every country 
community, but he seems tohave become 
an involuntary Othello, for his occupation 
ia certainly gone. This is due largely to 
the fact that it is understood by the more 
intelligent country people that the regula- 
tion lightning conductors erected by tray- 
elling operatives were so imperfect as to be 
practically useless and, in many instances, 
perhaps an increased element of danger to 
the buildings they were intended to protect. 
This opinion as tothe value of lightning 
rode generally erected in the country dis- 
tricts ie anbstantially correct, but it is no 
reason why lightning conductors should be 
abandoned as they are indispensable to the 

rotection of property and especially to the 
shes of farmers, When the new crops 
are stored in the barns the gases arising 
from them are highly inflammable and « 
lightning stroke that touches the building 
is certain to envelop it in flames. Not only 
should all buildings in the country be yee 
tected by lightningrods but there ® 
special necessity for such protection to 
barns in which are stored the summer har- 
vest. Not only should lightning conductors 


be attached to every chimney and other | porti

A Simple Remedy. 

A cure for smallpox and scarlet fever 
which the Rev. Adirondack Murray 
claims to be as infallible as fate is com- 
posed of one grain of sulphate of zinc, 
one grain of digitalis (commonly known 
as fox-glove) and a half-teaspoonful of 
sugar. This is to be thoroughly mixed 
with two teaspoonfulls of water and 
four ounces of water added. The dose 
for adults is one teaspoonful every hour 
and for children, smaller doses accord- 
ing to age. 

Murray says : ‘“The medicine is harm- 
less and is recommended by the best 
schools in Paris. I have cured my 
children of scarlet fever and others of 
smallpox when the doctors said the 
patients must die. Either diseases 
under this treatment will disappear in 
twelve hours. If the countries would 
compel their physicians to use it there 
would be no need of pest houses.”

Fire-Proof Lumber. 

A Chicago man has invented a chem- 
ical solution, by which he claims that 
wood can be rendered fire-proof. If 
saturated in this solution, he maintains 
that it is impossible for a piece of lum- 
ber to burn, even if it should be soaked 
in coal oil. The wood or inflammable 
material of which houses are construct- 
ed is first immersed in the solution of 
chemicals for a period oi twenty-four 
hours. The lumber is thus claimed to 
be fire-proof and will burn no more than 
a piece of iron or stone. By means of 
the chemicals, the wood becomes so 
dense that heat will decompose it by 
charring only, but will not cause any 
flame. The substance produces an inert 
gas, which prevents combustion. By 
this scientific process of making wood 
non-flammable, the inventor believes 
that thousands of fires may be prevent- 
ed. He also thinks that after the in- 
vention is thoroughly known, many 
railroad coaches will be built of wood 
80 prepared.

THE RINGS OF A TREE. 


Much of the Past Weather and (Climatic 
Conditions to be Learacd. 

Almost every one is aware of the fact 
that when a tree ia cut down ita age can be 
determined by counting the rings, each o 
which represents one year's increment, but 
closer observers find in the irregularities of 
thess rings and other signe a very faithful 
register of climate and other conditions in 
any given year during the whole period of 
growth. The years of small rings, that is, 
of little growth, were either very dry or 
the tree was exhausted by bearing an ex- 
veptionally heavy fruit crop. The broad 
rings indicate abundant rain and good 
growing conditions. 

Brownish spots on the cut -surface, look- 
ing as if they were worm-eaten,are evidence 
of asevere winter, the young sapwood 
formed in summer having been partly 
destroyed by severe cold, and the injured 
part covered over with sound wood next 
year. The year may easily be fixed by 
counting the rings from the outside. Ifthe 
layers of wood are not of uniform thickness 
allaround, they afford evidence that at 
this atage of growth there were conditions 
which hindered its growth on one side, 
The spread of its roots or branches has 
been arrested, perhaps, by a neighboring 
tree. The number of layers showing this 
irregularity indicates the number of years 
during which the tree was exposed to the 
unfavorable conditions. : 

The ataudent of forestry may learn lessons 
of practical value inthe management of 
forests bya careful stady of the annual rings. 


Boy Starts Chain of Tragedies.

bird's nest in o tree in a neighbor's garden.

It was night and 
the. young fellow, being afraid to reveal 
himself, kept perfectly still, whereupon bis 
challenger fired two sbots from a revolver 
at him in rapid succession. The lad fell 
mortally wounded, and was carried to a 
hospit The father, on seeing his dying 
son there, was almost mad with grief. 
Rushing home, he said to his wife: ‘* Run 
to the hospital if you want to see the 
live” The wretched woman 

did as she was bidden, and, the son expired 
in herarms. On returning home another 
terrible shock awaited her. Her husband 
had hanged himself, She rushed toward the 
river with the intention of drowning her- 
self, but some neighbors ran after her and 
restrained her.

Wearing Flannel. — 

A great deal is said in regard to the effi- 
cacy of acarlet flannels, but it must be re- 
membered that although warm and thick 
underwear is needed during cold weather, 
many children cannot wear colored flannels, 
just as there are some individuals to whom 
oysters and shell fish sre rank poison 
Flannele, especially those dyed with log- 
wood and redwood, are known in some in- 
stances to deprive the akin of acute feeling, 


while on the other baad, flannels colored 
with cochineal increase its sensitiveness. 
Towome it produces irritation beyond endar- 
ance, and to others it acts asa curative for 
rheumatism and neuralgia. For these rea- 
sons white flannel is the safest. 


Helps and Hints. 

For Snake Bites. —Mix the yolk of an 
egg to « thick paste with table ealt and 
apply immediately. 

To counteract the effects of poison oak or 
ivy.— Mix ten ortwenty drops of bromine 
in an onnce of glycerated vaseline or olive 
oil, and apply three times a day, 

Graham Bread.—To one pint of butter- 
milk, with salt and soda, uge one-half 


teacup of sngar ; makea rather stiff batter, | 


using three-fourths graham and one-fourth 
white flour. Bake rather slowly. Nice 
either warm or cold. 

Mother’s Noodlea,—Three eggs well 
beaten, an equal measure of sweet cream, a 
heaping teaspoon of salt and flour for very 
atiffdough ; knead well. Divide in five 
balls, roll very thin and spread them ons 
cloth on the table for half an hour to dry, 
to prevent sticking. Sprinkle with flour, 
roll up and slice off thin and shake out, 
Sprinkle them into boiling chicken or beef 
broth (enough for soup), let them boil two 
or three minutes or till they rise to top o 
broth. Skim out, and put in the rest, 
When cooked, add one cup of rich, sweet 
milk, salt and pepper to taste, and the soup 
is ready to serve. Fry a few atrings of 
first ones in butter, and put on top of first 
dish. What is leit from these at dinner are 
good fried for breakfast. 1 wonder if any 
who eat cornmeal, and graham mush, like 
sauce or apple butter on it, either with or 
without milk ; it’s better. 

Fruit Batter Pudding, —One egg, one gill 
of milk, alevel tablespoonful of butter, one 
and a half cups of flour, one-quarter tea- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonfrl of baking 
powder and one-half cup of cherries. Put 
this batter into a quart mould or pail that 
has been buttered, and set in boiling water 
about half the height of the mould; if water 


is added be sure thatitis boiling. Boil 
continuously until done which will take 
aboutan hour. Rub-one-half the butter 
and flour together and add the boiling 
water gradually ; when perfectly smooth, 
cook for two minutes in a saucepan, ado 
the seasoning and capers, stir in the re- 
mainder butter and serve. 

Fish Balle,—One cup of fish picked-up, 
two cups of potatoes, peeléd and sliced,one 
tablespoonful of butter, one egg. 

Cream Pop-overa.— lwo eggs, one cup 
of milk one cup of flour, one hal/ teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Beat the eggs enough to mix 
them well, add the milk gradually and the 
salt, then stir in the flour untila smoogh 
batter ia formed without lumps. take in 
gem pansand when the popovers are done cut 
off the top and fill with following mixture. 
One pint of milk, a tablespvoonful of corn- 
starch, an egg, a pinch of salt, two cable- 
spoonfuls of sugar aad one-half teaspoonful 
of vanilla. Pat together like a boiled 
custard, 

Caper Sauce. —This is to serve with boiled 
mutton. Two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
tablespoontul of flour, one cup of toiling 
water, one-half teaspoonful of salt, a pinch 
of pepper and a tablespoonful of capers. 


A Whisk Brush. 


Few housekeepers know the valoe of a 
whiak broom. When you have one that is 
half worn out and breaks off and causes 
much disaster in its legitimate work of 
clothes brushing, relegate it to your bath 
room and use it for cleaning the bathtub. 
It is quite as good asa scrubbing brush, 
very mach handier, and, should the tub be 
nameled, is not hard on the paint. A 
whisk, too, is infinitely better than the 
orthodox dast brush for stair carpeta. If 
you use a whisk once-you will be surprized 
to find how much fresher and brighter the 
carpet looks without the expeuditure of 
nearly so much time and labor. If you be- 
lieve in the sweeper use a whisk t« brush 
out corners and p which will not admit 
the unwieldy, but labor saving sweeper.

Woman eaffrage is no + well to the fore- 
front of reform movements and, whatever 
may be said with trath on the other side, 
it is only fair that it ehould get a trial, If 
properly exercised it will benefit: mankind 
generally.

The future will also be benefited through’ 
an ennobled maternity. It is simple jus 
tice that a woman should vote, They 
have as mach right to a voice in determin 
ing the laws that shall govern themeelves 
and their children as men have. Sex haa 
no essential relation to suffrage or self- 
government, No more relation than 
color has or should have. The essentials 
of the voter are interest, iatelli- 
gence and character, The voters 


must be interested in the well- 
being of the country or he will exercise the 
franchise indifferently or dishonestly, He 
must have intelligence enough toknow what 
are the interests of the community, and 
character enough to fellow the light of hi 
mind and the direction of hia conscience 
Let thestandardsof interest,intelligence and 
character be fixed as high as they may be set 
under the circumstances and then if the 
woman is upto them let her vote if she 
desires to do so, Above all, according to 
our firat contention, she would get the “2 
rtunity to vote and then the state could 
raw its own conclusions as to whether it 
was good for herself or the community to 
doso. It is very safe to assume that she 
would make just the same respectable 
showing at the ballot box that she does in 
the household. The fact of voting would 
never demoralize a self-respecting woman, 
while the one who was «therwise would 
not have the courage to come foward and 
show that they deserved the privilege.

facture of scientific tools and apparatdll, 
and also in the prmctical working of #he 
same, says a London paper. . 
_ Bat he is completely out of the rennitig 
when pitted against the safemakere and 
locksmiths, even though he periodically 
bays their wares for experimental por- 
poses. 

While the present eriter wat being 
** personally conducted” over the premises 
of the greatest firm of lockmakers in the 
world he acquired mach interesting infor- 
mation concerning those wondrous pieces 
of mechanism which protect the vast riches 
of palaces, banks and strong rooms, and 
whieh render it absolutely impossible for 
thieves to break in. 

Perhaps the most interesting department 
was that one in which an exhibition of 
the highest form of the burglar's craft was 
being given. Skilled workmen were seat- 
ed before locked sates and were using the 
almost irresistible fuaing apparatus on the 
door in order to reach the locks, or were 
forcing gunpowder through the keyholes 
by means of a tiny pair of bellows. 

Others were squirting corrosive chemi- 


cala inte the locks and noting the effect, 


while sturdy artisans were using the drill 
and the wedge with a scientific force and 
skill that showed they could be dangerous 
enemies to soviety if they were 
CRIMINALLY INCLINED.

Seft water for washing porposes is « 
necessity.

Tn no country in the world do people pay 
so much attention to their city and country 
parks aado the Australians. As none of 
the Iarge cities is ever visited by frost or 
snow allhave great advantages over the 
cities of our(northern states or of northern 
Europe, Adelaide, the capital of South 
Australia, hasa park with botanical gardens 
which for beauty of situation, arrangement 
of grounds and variety of trees and plants 
is unequalled by any city in the world, un- 
leas it might be by those of Melbourne, 
Sydney, and Brisbane in the same country. 
These Australian parks are not simply 
ornamental, they are useful; the people use 
them, and, as they are free to all, their one 
objectional feature is the fact that they are 
made the resort of tramps, and of other 
disreputable characters.

UNEXPLAINED FIRES. 


incandescent Lampa Proved te Be Capable 
of Starting Them, 


A fire occurred in the business portion 
of Victoria, B. C., recently. Fortunately 
the loss was only $15,000, and the records 
would show the origin “‘ unknown” but 
or experiments made after the fire was 
extinguished.

ECHOES OF THE STRIKE. 


Two Engineers Whe Were Among the 
Strikers Get Inte a Quarrel Because One 
of Them Weat te Work. 

A special from Chicago saya Albert 
Miles was shot and probably fatally wound. 
ed at Fiftieth and Halstead streets on 
Wednesday night by Oscar E. Vardman. 
Both men, before the strike, were employ- 
ed as engineers by the Switching Associa- 
tion at the stock yards, When the strike 
was declared both of them went ort. Vard- 
man, however, returned to work last Mon- 
day. Miles still remained out. Last even- 
ing se Vardman was returning home from 
work he was met at the corner of Fiftieth 
and Halstead streets by Miles and three 
other men. A quarrel ensued, Miles 
endeavoring to persuade Vardman to leave 
his work again. Vardman refused to do 
this, and he was assaulted by Miles and his 
companions. To defend himself, he drew 
& revoiver, at the sight of which Miles and 
his companions turned and ran, but as 
they did so, Vardman fired one shot. The 
bullet struck Miles in the small of the back 
and he fell to the ground, while the others 
escaped. Miles was taken to the Country 
hospital, where the physicians say that he 
will die. Vardman went to the stock 
yards police station, where he gave himeel! 
Up.

A WEEK ago communications 
were sent out to the members of 
the Dominion Millers’ Association in 
Ontario, making enquiries regard- 
ing the winter wheat crop now 
being harvested, the prospect of the’ 
spring wheat crop, and the area 
sown with winter and spring wheat. 
Replies have been received from 95 
representative millers, situated in 
all parts of the province, and they 
contain facts which will interest not 
only the milling trade, but the 
whole business public. How much 
an acre will our wheat fields yield ? 
is the question which most readily 
comes to the tongue of business 
men. Other interests have develop- 
ed largely in late years, notably 
dairying, but wheat raising is still 
one of our basic industries, and a 
large or short -yield has an import- 
ant bearing upon the trade of the 
province. While a collation of the 
data goes to indicate that the -yield 
per acre of both winter and spring 
wheat will be considerably in excess 
of that of last year’s crop, the en- 
quiry has brought out the fact 
that the farmers of Ontario are 
dropping wheat raising, and are 
turning their attention to lines that 
will yield them a better return. 
Out of 95 replies, 34 are to the 
effect that the acreage of winter 
wheat is from 5 to 75 per cent less 
than that of last year, and in only 
five instances are increases report- 
ed. Out of the same number there 
were 29 instances of decreases in 
the spring wheat acreage, and only 
two of increase.

A ROMANTIC SUICIDE. 


A Young Man Commits Saicide om His 
i Lover's Grave. 

An account is given in the New York 
papers of the romantic ruicide of a young 
man named Aquilin Filler, upon the grave 
of hia sweetheart, Mary Michaels, She 
was the-daughter of a well-known German 
in Poughkeepsie, 20, and beautiful. Adquil 
in Filler came to America two years ago.

How the Tithe Was First Used by Ragtish 
Clergy. 

The tithe wasan honorary appellation 
given by common consent to the clergy 
about the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, In an English parish register the 
minister is first styled “reverend” in 1657, 
occasionally afterward, but regularly after 
AT27. The titte wast hen claimed as the 
exclusive right of the established church, 
and it was made the subject of a curious 
discussion in England, the point being 
raised as to the right of a dissenting min. 
ister to assume the title. The gentleman 
concerned was Rev. Henry Keet. A daugh- 
ter of Mr, Keet died and was buried in 
the grounds of the parish church at Owa- 
ton Ferry, A stone was erected over the 
grave, and an inscription was. about to be 
placed upon it wherein the deceased was 
described as the daughter of Rev. H. Keet, 
Wesleyan minister,

word reverend, and refusing to allow the

** Tt haw been used not/for a long time b 
the clergy of the Ohurch of England. % 
waa used in ancienttimes by persons who 
were not clergymen atall. It is used in 
common parlance of social usage by minis- 
ters of denominations separate from the 
Church of England... It is, therefore, in- 
possible to treat it as an exclusive posses- 
sion of the Church of England.
